Sacramento (EFE) — La or- 
ganización laboral con más de dos 
millones de miembros en Califor- 
nia retó el pasado lunes al go- 
bernador Arnold Schwarzenegger 
a convertir en ley la iniciativa de 
aumento al salario mínimo que 
aprobó el Senado. 

El aumento beneficiaría prin- 
cipalmente a los hispanos, según 
un estudio publicado recientemen- 
te, y como lo refleja el hecho de 
que todos los senadores hispanos 
que participaron en la votación 
dieron su aprobación a la iniciativa 
de ley AB2832. 

Angie Wei, directiva de la 
Federación Laboral de California, 
reaccionó a la aprobación de la 
propuesta de ley por parte de la 
legislatura estatal tomando la 
palabra de Schwarzenegger en una 
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de sus concentraciones populares 
en busca de apoyo a mejoras eco- 
nómicas. 

“El gobernador ha dicho que 
quiere trabajos fantásticos para los 
californianos. Ahora tiene la 
oportunidad de dar a California un 
aumento de salario”, indicó Wei. 

La propuesta aprobada ele- 
varía en un dólar el salario mínimo 
de California mediante dos au- 
mentos de 50 centavos anuales. 

De convertirse en ley, la 
AB2832 de la asambleísta de- 
mócrata de San José, Sally Lieber, 
California aumentará el 1 de julio 
del 2005 el salario actual de 6.75 
dólares a 7.25 por hora, y en julio 
del 2006 se incrementará a 7.75 
dólares. 

Cálculos extraoficiales de la 
propia federación, indican que 
cerca del 40 por ciento de los 
miembros afiliados a esa orga- 
nización laboral de California son 
trabajadores hispanos de tiempo 
completo. 

Un análisis publicado en Sa- 
cramento por el Proyecto Presu- 
puestal de California en junio de 
este año señaló por su parte que 
“los californianos ganando el sa- 
lario mínimo o una aproximación 
son predominantemente adultos, 
empleados de tiempo completo y 
en su mayoría hispanos”. 

Sin referirse exclusivamente a 
la comunidad hispana, Wei indicó 
que de acuerdo con los autores de 
la propuesta aprobada, “el actual 
salario mínimo es inadecuado para 
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satisfacer el costo de vida” en Cali- 
fornia, traduciéndose en “un in- 
greso anual de 14,040 dólares por 
trabajador de tiempo completo”. 

Este ingreso promedio de los 
californianos “es el más bajo en la 
costa oeste” de la nación, en tanto 
“California tiene el más alto costo 
de vida”, lo que Wei consideró co- 
mo una desgracia para los trabaja- 
dores. 

Indicó que hay “estudios que 
demuestran que se crean más em- 
pleos durante los años en que se 
incrementa el salario mínimo que 
durante los años en que esto no se 
hace”. 

A partir de esta fecha, el go- 
bernador tiene un plazo de 30 días 
para decidir sobre la iniciativa 
aprobada en la legislatura, domi- 
nada por los demócratas, con un 
voto final en el senado de Califor- 
nia de 22 legisladores a favor y 14 
en contra. 

Schwarzenegger tendrá que 
tomar su decisión sobre la ini- 
ciativa aprobada enfrentando pre- 
siones del sector empresarial de 
California, que ha adelantado a se- 
ñalar que no está de acuerdo con 
la medida.

Reckless disregard

In October of 2001, three weeks 
after the 9-11 attacks, I visited Lower 
Manhattan, where I could see the smol- 
dering remains of the World Trade Cen- 
ter (WTC), what it is known as Ground 
Zero. 

I also had the opportunity to see 
dozens of stores, whose owners decided 
not to clean them and leave them just 
as they looked after the thick layers of 
dust settled down, as a tribute to that 
an awful day. Practically nobody could 
imagine that what we all were seeing 
was a toxic snow. Nobody, except for 
the Bush administration. 

Now, almost three years later, we 
learn that the U.S. government miser- 
ably failed to fulfill its most fundamen- 
tal duty — to protect the public’s health 
and safety. Now we learn that the Bush 
administration deceived us all about the 
environmental conditions at Ground 
Zero, and that it hid the fact that the air 
there was so toxic that rescue workers 
and residents were facing severe health 
risks. 

Today, hundreds of people are sick 
and hundreds, perhaps thousands, more 
may get sick in the future because of 
the administration’s reckless disregard. 

Five days after the attacks, the 
EPA, under the White House’s direct 
supervision, released the following 
statement: “The new samples confirm 
previous reports that ambient air qual- 
ity meets (Occupational Safety and 
Health Administration) standards and 
consequently is not a cause for public 
concern.” 

But a new, hard-hitting Sierra Club 
report about the true environmental 
conditions at Ground Zero and what the 
Bush administration knew about them 
shows that the government's reassur- 
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ing statements were “irresponsible.” 

“The issuance of public safety as- 
surances when two giant towers filled 
with asbestos, plastics, mercury-con- 
taminated fluorescent lights, and lead- 
contaminated computers burned uncon- 
trollably and collapsed in a cloud of 
dust cannot be justified,” says the re- 
port, released on Wednesday. 

“Respiratory protection was insuf- 
ficient,” says Israel “Izzy” Miranda, a 
New York firefighter and EMS union 
leader, who arrived at Ground Zero 
shortly after the first tower collapsed. 
“In that cloud of dust people were 
breathing all sorts of stuff. I spat stuff 
like oatmeal, full of silica and glass fi- 
bers.” 

Miranda and his heroic comrades 
were breathing much more than that. 
The Sierra Club report lists the follow- 
ing terrifying toxics the collapsing 
buildings pulverized and released into 
the air: 

— Much of the WTC dust was as 
caustic as ammonia, and in some in- 
stances as Caustic as drain cleaner. 

— Alarming levels of polycyclic 
aromatic hydrocarbons, carcinogenic 
substances that also cause birth defects, 
were detected. 

— The catastrophe also released 
glass fibers, lead, toxins and amounts 
of asbestos, another carcinogen, ten 
times higher than in the surrounding 
areas. 

“Greatly relieved,” the EPA stated 
on Sept. 13 that there were “no signifi- 
cant” levels of asbestos dust in the air. 
The White House, however, deleted the 
following sentence from the original 
statement: “Even at low levels, EPA 
considers asbestos hazardous in this 
situation.”

says. “When you keep this information 
from the public and the workers, you 
lie to them. The government should be 
ashamed of themselves for not telling 
us what we were exposed to.” 

Many of the workers and residents 
have developed what is known as the 
WTC cough. Many more show respi- 
ratory and digestive problems, and oth- 
ers have lost lung capacity. 

Regardless of the fact that the ad- 
ministration knew many of the risks, it 
told residents they could.clean the WTC 
dust themselves, with wet rags and 
mops. Hundreds of clean-up workers, 
most of them Latinos, were not offered 
any protective equipment to clean side- 
walks and buildings, and reportedly 
some employers discouraged them 
from using face masks. : 

Once the deceptions were uncov- 
ered — initially thanks to the investi- 
gative reporting of the New York Daily 
News and St. Louis Post-Dispatch — 
the administration alleged that it did not 
release the information to the public for 
fear of causing widespread panic. But 
experience tells us — and the massive 
but peaceful evacuations caused by 
hurricane Charley in Florida are the 
most recent example — that in general 
the public reacts in a level-headed, even 
responsible, way during disasters. 

Sadly, the administration seems to 
have learned nothing from its mistakes 
because it is planning to turn them into 
standard operating procedure during 
future catastrophes. In other words, it 
plans to turn reckless disregard into 
government policy.

The Nebraska executive at a big car 
dealership knew he was breaking the law 
when he hired Ana, an undocumented 
worker from Mexico. Yet, he explained 
his illegal action by saying it was similar 
to going five miles over the speed limit. 
No big deal. 

With an estimated 10 million undocu- 
mented workers in the U.S., you have to 
wonder if crossing the border to work 
should be considered illegal since it no 
longer reflects reality nor good policy. 

George W. Bush suggested this much 
in January of 2004 with his immigration 
reform plan. In the president's proposal, 
employers would be matched with work- 
ers who would be given temporary work 
visas. The proposal would establish a 
guest worker program and open the way 
for some sort of amnesty for those who 
have been in the country without papers. 
In essence, his plan would legalize the il- 
legal. A 

Democratic presidential candidate 
John Kerry stated that he's against giving 
undocumented workers the legal right to 
drive in the U.S. Yet, he would also 
change the law to allow workers to come 
to the U.S. legally. 

Both major parties seem to be head- 
ing in the direction of changing the im- 
migration laws and legalizing undocu- 
mented workers already in the U.S. 

Yet, neither party can afford to alien- 
ate the majority of Americans who seem 
to be stuck on the illegal deed of crossing 
the border. Having done an illegal act, 
these people deserve nothing except de- 
portation, according to a significant ma- 
jority Of Americans. 

The negative feelings against un- 
documented workers are never aimed at 
the companies doing the hiring. In fact, if 
laws preventing undocumented workers 
from being hired were enforced, illegal 
immigration would disappear very 
quickly. 

For instance, soon after 9/11 the ap- 
prehension of illegal crossings at the 
Mexico-U.S. border went down signifi- 
cantly. With an American economy in the 
doldrums and no jobs available, people 
stayed home. It’s better to be unemployed 
in your country than in a foreign land. 

The U.S. government spends billions 
trying unsuccessfully to stop people from 
crossing the border, but very little is done 
in terms of enforcing laws preventing 
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companies from hiring undocumented 
workers. 

Once in a while you hear of the U.S. 
Border Patrol conducting raids in Latino 
communities as it happened not too long 
ago in Southern California. These raids 
never occur during harvest time in the 
agriculture industry. That would be disas- 
trous for the economy. One such raid, 
however, did occur several years ago in 
Georgia during the harvest of sweet 
Vidalia onions. 

The screams heard were not about “la 
migra” from the undocumented workers. 
Those who screamed were the owners 
who contacted their elected official rep: 
resentatives in Washington. The raids 
during harvests stopped and you won’t 
hear about them. The message is clear. Wé 
don’t want illegal immigrants, but at thé 
same time we want their work. 

The North American Free Fradé 
Agreement (NAFTA), which took effect 
in 1994, eased the movement of products 
among the U.S., Mexico, and Canada by 
eliminating tariffs. The law was designed 
to stimulate trade among the three couné 
tries and eventually improve corporations? 
bottom lines. : 

Laws to ease the movement of people 
across borders so they can sell their ser- 
vices are much more difficult to enact. 
You can’t dispose of people as you can 
easily do with merchandise. Another sig- 
nificant reason why immigration reform 
is difficult is because undocumented 
workers, unlike corporations, have no lob- 
byists in the capitals of the three NAFTA 
countries to make their case. 

Immigration reform to allow people 
crossing the border legally will eventu- 
ally happen. It will require educating the 
American public about the contributions 
undocumented workers make. It will also 
require enlightening Americans that 
knowing who comes into our country is 
in our best interest. It will make us all 
more secure since those wishing to hide 
in our midst with the intention of doing 
harm to us will find it more difficult. 

New laws, however, will never end 
illegal immigration completely. Poverty 
will always push people to move in search 
of economic opportunities even if it means 
risking lives, It’s happening all over the 
world. In the case of the U.S. and Mexico, 
illegal immigration will stop when the 
wage gaps between the two countries are 
significantly reduced. People will then 
stay home as Canadians and Americans 
are already doing.

The Congressional Hispanic 
Caucus and Congressional Asian 
Pacific American Caucus sent a let- 
ter to the Bush Administration ex- 
pressing strong opposition to pro- 
posed federal rules that would re- 
quire hospitals to request informa- 
tion about a patient’s immigration 
status and keep records of that in- 
formation on site in order to access 
federal reimbursement for the costs 
of providing emergency health care 
to undocumented immigrants. 

The Bush proposal was issued 
on July 22, 2004, as part of the 
Administration’s proposed imple- 
mentation for Sec. 1011 of the new 
Medicare law (Public Law 108- 
173), which authorized $1 billion 
for payments to health care provid- 
ers to pay for the uncompensated 
costs associated with providing 
emergency health care services to 
undocumented immigrants. 
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Below is the text of the letter 
sent to the Centers for Medicare 
and Medicaid Services. the Depart- 
ment of Health and Human Ser- 
vices, and President Bush: 

“On behalf of the Congres- 
sional Hispanic Caucus and the 
Congressional Asian Pacific 
American Caucus, we write to ex- 
press our strong opposition to the 
Centers for Medicare and Medic- 
aid Services’ (CMS) proposed 
implementation of Sec. 1011 of the 
Medicare Prescription Drug, Im- 
provement and Modernization Act 
(Public Law 108-173) concerning 
federal funding of emergency 
health services... 

“In particular, we strongly op- 
pose the proposal’s “patient based 
documentation approach” that

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would require health care provid- 
ers to request information about a 
patient’s citizenship status, include 
that information in the patient’s 
file, and maintain that information 
on site... This requirement would 
take doctors and nurses away from 
their work of caring for patients 
and create additional administra- 
tive costs for already financially 
strained health care facilities... 
“We believe the CMS proposal 
will also lead to discriminatory 
treatment of Latino, Asian and Pa- 
cific Islander patients in hospitals. 
For example, health care provid- 
ers may only ask citizenship ques- 
tions of patients they believe 


“look” like immigrants. Clearly, 


under Title VI of the Civil Rights 
Act, this would violate the rights 
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of Latinos, Asian Americans, and 
Pacific Islander Americans or any 
other patients who are targeted for 
questioning. 

Furthermore, we are troubled 
by the lack of enforceable confi- 
dentiality protections for patients 
in your proposed implementation 
approach. We strongly recommend 
that you implement a policy that 
prohibits eligible hospitals and 
health care providers under section 
1011 from sharing personal or 
identifying information about un- 
documented patients with any out- 
side entity or agency. The policy 
should also prohibit the use of pa- 
tient information for any purpose 
other than to provide needed care 
to the undocumented patient. 

Without an explicit policy on 
confidentiality, undocumented im- 
migrants will be deterred from 
seeking emergency health services 
out of fear that their information 
will be shared with law enforce- 
ment or immigration authorities. 
This fear could place the health and 
well-being of both the patient and, 
depending on the nature of the 
emergency, the community at risk 
- impacting the nation’s public 
health. 

Finally, we note that earlier 
this year the U.S. House of Repre- 
sentatives overwhelmingly re- 
jected the concept of requiring 
health care workers to seek the 
immigration status of patients dur- 
ing its consideration of a broader 
bill concerning health care services 
for immigrants, the Undocumented 
Alien Emergency Medical Assis- 
tancé Amendments OF 2004 THR. 
3722). 

This bill was defeated in the 
House by a vote of 88-331 on May

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Enfermedades Periodontal 


¿Qué son las enfermedades 
periodontales? 

Literalmente, la palabra “pe- 
riodontal” significa “alrededor del 
diente” 

Las enfermedades periodonta- 
les son infecciones bacterianas de 
las encías que destruyen las fibras 
de adhesión y el hueso de soporte 
que mantiene los dientes en la 
boca. 

La principal causa de estas en- 
fermedades es la placa bacteriana, 
una película pegajosa, incolora que 
se forma constantemente en sus 
dientes. 

El diario cuidado oral en casa, 
incluyendo un cepillado apropiado 
y el uso del hilo dental, es necesario 
para prevenir la acumulación de 
placa. 

Si no se remueve la placa, en 
menos de dos días se puede 
convertir en una substancia dura 
llamada cálculo (sarro). El cálculo 
es tan duro que sólo puede ser re- 
movido con una limpieza pro- 
fesional. Si el cálculo se forma bajo 
las encías hacia la raíz del diente, 
hace que la limpieza de la placa sea 
más difícil, dejándolo a usted con 
un alto riesgo de contraer enfer- 
medades periodontales. 

Las toxinas producidas por la 
bacteria en la placa irritan las en- 
cías, provocando la infección. Di- 
chas toxinas también pueden des- 
truir el tejido de soporte alrededor 
de los dientes, incluyendo el hueso. 

Cuando lo anterior sucede, las 
encías se separan de los dientes, 
formando bolsas que se llenan con 
más placa y más infección. 

Conforme avanza la enferme- 
dad, estas bolsas se profundizan y 
se destruye más tejido y más hueso, 
y los dientes, eventualmente, se 
aflojan. Si las enfermedades perio- 
dontales no son tratadas, habrá que 
extraer los dientes. 

Las enfermedades periodonta- 
les pueden afectar a uno o muchos 
dientes. Por ejemplo, sus dientes 
anteriores quizás no muestren 
señales de enfermedades periodon- 
tales, mientras que un diente en la 
parte posterior puede aflojarse 
debido a una severa progresión de 
la enfermedad. 

Existen muchas formas de 
enfermedades periodontales. Entre 
las más comunes se encuentran: 

Gingivitis 

La forma menos severa de la 
enfermedad periodontal. La gingi- 
vitis provoca que las encías se 
pongan rojas, inflamadas y que 
sangren fácilmente. Normalmente 
hay poca, o ninguna, incomodidad 
en esta etapa. La gingivitis es re- 
versible si es tratada profesional- 
mente y con un buen cuidado oral 
en casa. 

Periodontitis ligera 

Si la gingivitis no es tradada, 
puede progresar hacia una perio- 
dontitis. En esta etapa ligera del 
mal, la enfermedad periodontal 
empieza a destruir el hueso y el 
tejido que sostienen a los dientes. 

Periodontitis de moderada a 
avanzada 

En las etapas medias, las enfer- 
medades periodontales pueden 
conducir a una mayor destrucción 
del tejido y el hueso. Las formas 
más avanzadas de estas enfermeda- 
des incluyen una gran pérdida de 
hueso y tejido. Los dientes, por lo 
general, se aflojan y tienen que ser 
extraídos. 

¿Qué otros factores contri- 
buyen a las enfermedades perio- 
dontales? 

Aunque la placa es la princi- 
pal de las enfermedades periodon- 
tales, existen otros factores que 
pueden afectar la salud de sus 
encías, tales como: 

Diabetes 

Las enfermedades perio- 
dontales pueden ser más severas en 
diabéticos no controlados. Ade- 
más, las enfermedades periodonta- 
les no atendidas pueden hacer que 


los diabéticos tengan dificultades 
para controlar su diabetes. 

Enfermedades sistémicas 

Las enfermedades que inter- 
fieren con el sistema inmunológico 
del cuerpo pueden empeorar la 
condición de las encías. 

Embarazo y Pubertad 

Algunos cambios hormonales 
pueden provocar que las encías se 
tornen rojas, blandas y sangren 
fácilmente. Cualquier enfermedad 
periodontal preexistente se pueden 
agravar. 

Estrés 

El estrés puede ocasionar que 
al cuerpo se le dificulte combatir 
una infección, incluyendo las en- 
fermedades periodontales. 

Medicamentos 

Algunas drogas, tales como 
los anticonceptivos orales, anti- 
depresivos y ciertos medicamentos 
para el corazón, pueden afectar la 
salud oral. 

Siempre debe informar a su 
experto en cuidados dentales sobre 
los medicamentos que está toman- 
do, así como cualquier cambio en 
su historia médica. 

Apretamiento o rechinamiento 
de sus dientes 

Estos hábitos pueden ejercer 
mucha presión en el tejido de so- 
porte de los dientes y pueden acele- 
rar el ritmo de destrucción de los 
tejidos. 

El fumar/El uso de tabaco 

Las personas que usan tabaco 
tienen mayors posibilidades de ad- 
quirir enfermedades periodontales 
y de sufrir de las formas más seve- 
ras. Además la recuperación des- 
pués de una terapia puede llevar 
más tiempo. 

Mala alimentación 

Una dieta baja en nutrientes 
importantes también puede hacer 
que el cuerpo tenga dificultades 
para combatir infecciones. 
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¿Cuáles son las señales de 
enfermedades periodontales? 

Los siguientes son los sínto- 
mas más comunes de las enfer- 
medades periodontales: 

- Sangrado de las encías con 
el cepillado. 

- Encías, blandas, inflamadas 
y rojizas 

- Encías desprendidas de los 
dientes. 

- Mal aliento persistente. 

- Pus entre los dientes y las 
encías (dejando un mal sabor). 

- Dientes flojos o separados. 

- Cambio en forma en la que 
los dientes encajan al morder. 

- Un cambio en el ajuste de 
dentaduras parciales. 

Usted puede tener enfer- 
medades periodontales y no tener 
ninguno de estos síntomas. La 
mayoría de las personas no sufren 
de dolor con las enfermedades 
periodontales. 

Si usted tiene alguno de los 
síntomas arriba mencionados, de- 
be consultar a un periodoncista pa- 
ra que le haga una evaluación pe- 
riodontal completa. 

Muchas personas mayores de 
35 años desarrollan este tipo de 
enfermedades. 

El periodoncista es un espe- 
cialista en el diagnóstico, pre- 
vención y tratamiento de las en- 
fermedades periodontales así como 
en la planeación, colocación y 
mantenimiento de implantes 
dentales. 

Durante un examen periodon- 
tal, suavemente se coloca una 
pequeña sonda de medición entre 
el diente y la encía para evaluar su 
salud periodontal. 

También se recurre a radio- 
grafías para observar la salud del 
hueso bajo las encías. Si usted 
desconoce el estado de su salud pe- 
riodontal debe consultar con un 
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especialista. 

¿Cuál es el tratamiento para 
las enfermedades periodontales? 

Una vez que hayan evaluado 
su salud periodontal, su perio- 
doncista trabajará con usted para 
determinar las diferentes opciones 
del major tratamiento para atacar 
su enfermedad y devolverle su 
salud. 

Dependiento del avance en la 
enfermedad, el tratamiento puede 
variar enormemente. 

Si se detecta en las primeras 
etapas, se llevan a cabo proce- 
dimientos sencillos para removar 
la placa y el sarro de debajo de la 
encía y así eliminar la bacteria 
causante de la infección. 

Si estas enfermedades han 
avanzado al punto que las bolsas 
periodontales son profundas y el 
hueso de soporte se ha perdido, se 
requerirá un tratamiento mayor. 

Cualquiera que sea el trata- 
miento requerido, el objetivo es 
devolverle a usted una buena salud 
oral y conservarla. 

Entre los beneficios del trata- 
miento periodontal se incluye un 
aliento fresco, una apariencia más 
juvenil, la capacidad de masticar 
la comida con facilidad y, lo más 
importante, encías sanas libres de 
infección. 

Tratamiento de Apoyo Pe- 
riodontal (TAP) 

Una vez que se han combati- 
do las enfermedades, los pacientes 
son examinados regularmente para 
darles tratamientos de apoyo perio- 
dontal. 

Esta etapa del tratamiento per- 
mitirá a su periodoncista evaluar 
su salud periodontal y asegurarse 
que la infección está bajo control. 
Durante el TAP, los expertos 


examinan su boca, remueven cál- 
culo y placa y, si es necesario, le 
pulen los dientes y revisan la mor- 
dida. 

Las enfermedades periodon- 
tales son enfermedades crónicas, 
como la diabetes. 

Sin un tratamiento cuidadoso 
y constante, las enfermedades pue- 
den recurrir, y constantemente lo 
hacen. 

¿Cómo puede prevenirse la 
enfermedad periodontal? 

Para mantener sus dientes por 
el resto de su vida, a diaro debe 
removar la placa de los dientes y 
encías por medio del cepillado y 
el hilo dental. 

Consulte con su profesional 
acerca de la salud dental, la forma 
como se cepilla y utiliza el hilo 
dental. Él o ella le enseñara cómo 
afinar su técnica para que sus 
esfuerzos en casa sean aún más 
efectivos. 

Las visitas regulares al den- 
tista son también muy importantes. 
La limpieza diaria mantendrá el 
sarro a un mínimo, sin embargo no 
lo prevendrá totalmente. 

La limpieza profesional, por lo 
menos dos veces al año, es nece- 
saria para removar el sarro de aque- 
llos lugares donde el cepillo, u 
otros instrumentos, no alcanzan. 

Si usted ha tenido enferme- 
dades periodontales y ha sido tra- 
tado, requerirá de un mantenimien- 
to profesional con mayor fre- 
cuencia. 

Recuerda, una buena higiene 
oral y cuidados profesionales re- 
gulares son la clave para prevenir 
enfermedades periodontales. 

Los dientes fueron creados 
para durar toda una vida y con un 
poco de cariño lo logrará.

(EFE) — Cada día resulta 
más fácil instalar una piscina en 
la vivienda. Aunque sólo se dis- 
ponga de un pequeño espacio en 
el jardín, terraza e incluso en la 
azotea del edificio, las posibili- 
dades de disfrutar de una peque- 
ña piscina están al alcance de 
cualquiera. 

No importa el tamaño del 
espacio, la estructura del terreno 
ni el tipo de suelo; hoy se pueden 
construir o instalar piscinas arti- 
ficiales sin mayores problemas. 

Hoy encontramos piscinas 
prefabricadas de todos los tama- 
ños, tipos y materiales; para fi- 
jarse al suelo o para abrir y cerrar 
cuando convenga. Las hay que 
se inflan y se desmontan, susce- 
ptibles de ubicarse en cualquier 
espacio. 

Gracias a los nuevos mate- 
riales hoy se fabrican piscinas ar- 
tificiales que imitan a la perfec- 
ción a las de toda la vida. De va- 
rios elementos o de una sola pie- 
za. Las primeras están indicadas 
para familias con niños y ningún 
espacio para situarla en el exte- 
rior de la vivienda o que. dispo- 
niendo de jardín deseen disfrutar 
de piscina sin meterse en obras. 

La principal es la rapidez y 
facilidad de instalación, ya que 
no requiere de ninguna obra y, 
las que precisan ser armadas re- 
quieren muy poco para quedar 
fijadas definitivamente en el 
terreno. 

Sistema de mantenimiento 

Sea cual sea el modelo o 
modalidad de piscina que elija 
hay que tener en cuenta ciertas 
reglas para que ésta no se con- 
vierta en un elemento de preocu- 
pación, riesgo o peligro para los 
más pequeños de la casa, sino en 
motivo de placer y entreteni- 
miento. 

Está demostrado que el 
aumento de accidentes infantiles 
en las piscinas se debe básica- 
mente a descuidos; falta de co- 
nocimiento del cuidado, mante- 
nimiento y limpieza del agua; y 
a la falta de control de los niños 
mientras se bañan. Es muy im- 


portante inculcarles que no 
deben utilizar la piscina después 
de comer, han de esperar por lo 
menos dos horas. 

Otro tema de vital importan- 
cia es el tratamiento del agua. 
Gracias a los nuevos sistemas de 
tratamiento y control de ésta, ca- 
da vez es más fácil mantener una 
piscina en condiciones. No obs- 
tante, el número de casos con 
problemas como consecuencia 
de la falta o exceso de cloro en 
el agua aumentan progresiva- 
mente. 

En un cincuenta por ciento 
se deben al mal estado del agua. 
La falta de limpieza del agua de 
la piscina constituye un peligro 
para la salud. Para que ésta se 
mantenga limpia y saludable ha 
de estar libre de bacterias, plagas 
y exceso de cloro y el pH — 
grado de acidez o alcalinidad - 
mantenerse dentro de unos már- 
genes. 

Para lograr seguridad y ga- 
rantía sobre el pH adecuado, 
compruebe al echar el cloro que 
éste se distribuya de manera ho- 
mogénea en el agua. Puede ha- 
cerlo manualmente o utilizar una 
máquina, un pequeño equipo 
que determina e indica el pH del 
agua. El punto ideal del pH es 
de 7.5. Un buen mantenimiento 
del pH evita el crecimiento de 
las algas y que las aguas se 
enturbien. También dispone de 
una máquina para medir can- 
tidad de cloro necesaria para 
destruir bacterias y algas. Es 
muy importante no excederse 
con el cloro, pues es más nefasto 
que su ausencia. 

Además de la lejía y el hipo- 
clorito cálcico el mercado ofrece 
productos especiales contra las 
bacterias que puedan afectar al 
agua almacenada en una piscina. 
El hipoclorito cálcico conviene 
mezclarlo con agua antes de es- 
polvorearlo por la piscina. Para 
mantener limpia el agua y evitar 
los peligros propios de una pis- 
cina basta con seguir ciertas re- 
glas: 

Herramienta a mano 

Cuando se trata de agua du- 
ra conviene desmontar todos los

elementos y limpiarlos cada dos 
o tres años con una solución áci- 
da, y cepillar el filtro bajo el cho- 
rro del agua. Los filtros tienen 
una tapa fácil de levantar donde 
se acumulan pequeñas sucieda- 
des. conviene limpiarlos sema- 
nalmente. 

En el caso de piscinas tradi- 
cionales, de obras O modernas 
pero fijadas al suelo, antes de lle- 
narlas compruebe el funciona- 
miento del motor y de la bomba, 
engrase las partes móviles y siga 
todas las observaciones indica- 
das por el fabricante. 

Hay que limpiar los filtros 
y cambiar los elementos gasta- 
dos. Es algo que parece obvio 
pero que muchas veces se olvi- 
da. También conviene hacer cir- 
cular el agua por todos los circui- 
tos durante una o dos horas y 
verterla fuera de la piscina sin 
pasar por la depuradora. 

Revisar la toma del limpia- 
fondos; comprobar el ajuste de 
la manguera, uniones de la pieza 
de mango, etc., es otro punto que 
por simple se olvida, así como 
limpiar y revisar el funciona- 
miento de las trampillas del re- 
bosadero. 

En cuanto a suelos y paredes 
de la piscina, si son de baldosa 
basta frotarlos con detergente 
fuerte, lejía y un cepillo de raíces 
hasta eliminar bien las algas. 
Una vez llena, comprueba la 
bomba, el filtro y el sistema de 
circulación del agua. 

Tanto en las fijas como en 
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El cuidado del agua es una tarea principal. 
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las móviles hay que ajustar el ni- 
vel de pH: de cloro o el producto 
comercial que se utilice. Si se 
observan estas reglas no surgirá 
ningún problema. Si se olvidan, 
alos pocos días de llenar la pisci- 
na el agua se pondrá verde o tur- 
bia. 

Sial entrar en la piscina nota 
escozor en los ojos y un fuerte 
olor a cloro significa que el pH 
puede estar descompensado, el 
cloro mal combinado, o el filtro 
obturado por cal y cabellos.<>

turistas, y crear 80,000 plazas de trabajo directas 
y 180,000 plazas de trabajo indirectas, lo que se 
convertirá en la respuesta económica y social que 
merecen los ecuatorianos para mejorar su calidad 
de vida. 

Se han definido los objetivos turísticos del 
Ecuador sustentado en dos fortalezas: el 
patrimonio natural y el patrimonio cultural, lo que 
lo convierte en el país más diverso del planeta, 
por sus cuatro mundos: los Andes con sus 
volcanes; de las cimas andinas a la sabana y las 
playas verdes de la costa, la Amazonía y las Islas 
Galápagos, con una naturaleza única.

Como ya se dijo, una 
forma es mediante la Feria Turística pues es uno 
de los marcos más interesantes y que casi todos 
los países la desarrollan de una forma anual o 
bianual. Tenemos que demostrar la oferta de este 
país, concentrando diversos países para hacer un 
intercambio. Los participantes tienen que ver 
nuestros destinos turísticos con sus propios ojos, 
entre ellos el Parque Nacional de Yasuní.

documented residents unless the 
new licenses were made to look 
differently than the current de- 
sign. Strong protests from immi- 
grant, civil rights, and in particu- 
lar, Jewish organizations, have 
left the governor quiet on the 
subject during the last month. 
Organizations such as the 
San Jose Driver’s License Ac- 
tion Network (SJDLAN), disap- 
prove of creating marked li- 
censes for undocumented resi- 
dents, claiming that a different 
look doesn’t add to national se- 
curity. Jewish organizations say 
that a special mark will only lead 
to future discrimination. 
Senator Gilbert Cedillo, au- 
thor of the bill, expressed dis- 
appointment that Austrian-born 
Governor Schwarzenegger re- 
neged upon his early promise to 
pursue bipartisan support for this 
bill; primarily based upon his 
belief that these licenses should 
contain a special mark or differ- 
ent look that would differentiate 
them from those of citizens. 
Cedillo explained that SB- 
178 will give undocumented im- 
migrants the opportunity to test 
for and apply for a state driver’s 
license, and that the process 
“strengthens national security 
and public safety while promot- 
ing civic responsibility and par- 
ticipation. Not only will the “Im- 


migrant Responsibility and Se- 


curity Act” bring people out of 


the shadows and into the pro- 
cess,” he continued, “but it also 
sets up a higher standard for get- 
ting a driver's license for unli- 
censed and untested immi- 
grants.” 

As the new bill SB-178 is 
debated and voted upon in Capi- 
tol Hill this week, Democratic 


leaders expect it to pass on a 
partisan basis and land on the 
governor’s desk to decide its ul- 
timate fate. Schwarzenegger 
then has 30 days to sign it, veto 
it, or let it pass without his sig- 
nature, 

Republicans are already 
preparing for a repeal campaign. 

If the law passes, it will 
come into effect on January 1, 


2005, and will require one of 
two DMV identification combi- 
nations: an original birth certifi- 
cate and either 1) a passport and 
photo 1.D.;or 2) a matricula con- 
sular and photo I.D.. 

The new bill will also re- 
quire criminal background

Este es el tercer año conse- 
cutivo en que ambas categorías 
registran un incremento. 

Pese a la vitoreada recupera- 
ción económica, el índice de 
pobreza aumentó de 12.1 por 
ciento en 2002 a 12.5 por ciento 
el año pasado, lo que puede com- 
plicar las pretensiones de reele- 
cción de Bush, que por el mome- 
nto no se ha pronunciado sobre 
estas cifras. 

El análisis de la Oficina del 
Censo señaló que el incremento 
de la pobreza afectó especial- 
mente a los niños y adolescentes 
menores de 18 años, ya que el 
aumento fue del 16.7 por ciento 
al 17.6 por ciento, es decir cerca 
de 800,000 personas adicionales 
sobre 2002. 

Los más afectados por el au- 
mento de la pobreza fueron los 
blancos y asiáticos, mientras que 
el índice permaneció sin cambios 
entre los hispanos y afroamerica- 
nos. 

Según los analistas, sin em- 
bargo, el nuevo índice de pobre- 
za es 9.9 puntos porcentuales 
más bajo que el de 1959, el pri- 
mer año del que se tiene un regis- 
tro sobre los pobres. 

La Oficina del Censo utiliza, 
desde la década de 1960, una 
complicada fórmula para esta- 
blecer los niveles de pobreza en 
el país, que toma en cuenta fac- 
tores como las diversas fuentes 
de ingreso, las pensiones de jubi- 
lados y ciertos beneficios otorga- 
dos por el Gobierno. 

Como ejemplo, el Gobierno 
de EE.UU. considera que una fa- 
milia de cuatro miembros está 
bajo el nivel de pobreza si su 
ingreso anual máximo no supera 
los 18,600 dólares, cifra consi- 
derada insuficiente para cubrir 
todas las necesidades básicas. 

La oposición demócrata ha 
criticado la gestión de Bush en 
materia económica, ya que con- 
sidera que su plan de estímulo 
económico. —en particular las 
tres rondas de recortes de im- 
puestos desde 2001— ha favo- 
recido a los más ricos y ha dejado 
de lado a millones de personas 
de bajos recursos en el país.
